An "A" model? Now that is a rare one! 


It would have had either the SCR-274N or the SCR-522 for the command 
radio and a SCR-535 IFF. However, this will depend somewhat on the 
paint scheme he chooses since the theater of operation had an effect on 
the radio installation. If the aircraft was stationed in Great Britain 
with the 8th Air Force, it would not have had an IFF installation and, 
most likely, would have had the SCR-522 although it probably would have 
originally been fitted with the SCR-274N. 


Aircraft in other theaters would have had the SCR-274N installation 
Since this aircraft was only used early in the war before VHF use was 
widespread. Notwithstanding all of this, the SCR-274N looks more 
impressive and the receivers would be great for listening on long 
flights. If he uses remote control current radio equipment he can 
almost have an original appearing cockpit.

If it's truly a P-51A model and not one of the later models, 
that's very exciting news. I didn't know any of the early A models 
had survived. 


The P-51-A carried the SCR-274N (Three receivers, two transmitters) 
or (later) the SCR-522 command radios. 

It also speced for, but may have never carried, 

the SCR-535 IFF set. Late A models carried the SCR-695 IFF. 


If equipped with the SCR-522, a BC-608 contactor was installed in 
the instrument panel. This keyed the radio on channel D 

14 seconds out of every minute, so that ground stations 

could keep track of friendly aircraft. 


Also, if equipped with SCR-522, a panel mount "radio range" 
receiver like the BC-1206 would have been mounted. 


Good luck with it, and please let us know more 
about this aircraft. I'd love to see it.

PLEASE use only plain text. Get help with setting your mailer to not 
send the fancy HTML and quoted printable. 


PLEASE be considerate of the list resources and your fellow members.

The bulb compensator was known prior to Hewlett's work. His MSEE 
thesis cites a reference to a crystal oscillator using a bulb to 
control amplitude. Buy Jim Williams book and read the chapter on 


his experiments improving this design. He got the distortion down 
to less than 0.0003% if memory serves. Williams collaborated with 
Bill Hewlett when doing the writing, and it's a good read. 


William Reddington Hewlett's big contribution was taking a bunch of 
disparate ideas and making a beautiful instrument out of them. Lots 
of people have ideas, but not everyone can make them go someplace 
useful. 


I have several of these oscillators in various vintages. Octal and 
mini-tube, vertical and horizontal cases, one special for the Navy. 
Circuits changed frequently. The most interesting one came 

from a junk sale at Stanford University. The parts are all pre-war 
and it looks homemade. Front panel is a 19" rack with a Millen 
vernier dial scale. I tell people it's the prototype, but who knows!

CAD (or CADD) software for BAs? Grid paper and a pencil! The fussy 
might want a nice little see-through template with the symbols in stencil 
form. 

If your artwork is lousy, draw big and go to the local copy center and 
have it reduced. It's a sneaky trick and works great! 


Most of making readable schematics is laying ‘em out logically, which 
CAD(DDD) does *xnot*x help with; and making straight lines, which CAD does 
help with in the precise manner of a ten-cent ruler from the five and 
dime. 


Computers are fine things, and have spared electronic (etc.) 
draftsbeings all kinds of laborious drudgery, but let's be real here: the 
schematic for most homebrew tube gear can be drawn on the back of an 
envelope with a dull pencil in dim light. 

If the computer will spare someone shaky lines and/or ouching fingers, 
then go for it--Harry Lythall's almost free "Paint" based method of 
computer-aided schematic drawing is a good way to try the tech. 

But most folks only need a clear head to draw readable skizzes--good old 
Elmer Osterhoudt's scribbly drawings are more readable than some of the 
CAD output I've had to decipher, and that's not at all atypical. A pint of 
logical layout beats a potful of "sleek!"

It 
went for $199.95 as a kit or $279.50 W&T. It covered 160 to 
10, AM, CW and SSB, with 50 watts out from a 6146. It's 
listed as using an external vfo for 80 and 40 and Xco for 
other bands. There is also a 1954 version with a build-in 
vfo. Could either of these be the ones some of your notes 
and papers are referring to?

There were a number of homebrew exciters that spurred SSB use (called SSSC 
in the late 40's). The W8DLD exciter was one of the first. His call is 
mentioned in several of the old 

QST SSSC columns. The tube line matches the popular firebottles of the 
day. 


Eldico and Elenco were early SSB adoptees. Eldico was founded by Don Merten 
(he had a W2U call and later K2AAA (SK in 1995)). His SSB-50 probably copied 
the W8DLD design. 

Don later produced the SSB-100 series. In 1957 Don worked the ARRL Phone SS 
transmitting only SSB with a SSB-100F and SSB-1000F and 75a4. He made 1200 


QSOs. Elenco (no relation to the current test gear company) was founded 
by W9OHM. W9OHM is credited with coining the term "exalted carrier AM " 
reception or tuning in AM on the SSB position. This term first appeared in 


QST in the late 40's. W90HM went on to make another SSB-50 (sold by 


Marty's ole buddies at Steinberg's in Cincy) and this is what appears in the 
books...not the Eldico version as they state. W9OHM made the Elenco 77 
which put 1000V on the plates of a pair of 807's. His unique multi-band VFO 
gave 1 kcs on the bands. 80 had 4 bands of 200 kcs each. I have one that 
is being restored. W9OHM was last shown living in Orlando in the early 
90's. Larry Ware went to his last Callbook location and they did not know 
who he was. Leo AA4MM told he though he became a SK. 


The W2EWL special modified the ARC-5 for both VFO and final amp and appeared 
in the middle to later 50's. I saw several in the 60's but nary a one 
Since then. 


Central Electronics was the real sales leader in early SSB gear with the 
10A, 10B, and 20A. The broad band 600L was an engineering marvel. They 
wanted the gear to be called Multi-Phase not Central Electronics but as with 
Multi Elmac mobile gear the company name not the trade name stuck.
